Pensacoia, Fla, July 23.—VaiteJ 


States deputies, armed vith variant.? 
for the ai rest cf officiate of the Jack- 
son Lumber company, have gone to 
Lockhart, Ala , the headquai ters of the 
company. They aie charged 
with 


peonage in its mo^i vicious form. 


If the allegations are true about 100 


immigrants, mostly Gerr.'ans, are held 
In the lumber camp? of that company 
virtually as slaves. A party of Ger- 
mans reached here frcr.i the camps, 
stating that they h..d escaped. They 
went to the Get man vice consul for 
protection, and told him a tale of ill 
treatment and cruelty fiat lias hardly 
a parallel in the south. 
They said 


they were brought south in Februaiy 
under representations that they would 
receive ?J and $3 per day, but only ?1 
was received from the company for 
the labor. They allege that .they were 
compelled to eat after the Ameiicans, 
and if nothing was left they got noth- 
ing. None of them was 
allowed 
to 


leave camp, and when they attempted 
to leave they were caught and severely 
beaten. "VV'.ien in the woods the boss- 
es wcro armed, and if tlie r.;en did not 
work to suit them they we/e sti ippod; 
and while two of them held a man 
across a \og, a third used a strap or 
any Instrument of torture handy. 


The Jackson Lumber company is one 


of the largest in the south. It was 
organized three years ago and Is com- 
posed principally of Michigan and Wis- 
consin capitalists
